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THE NEW POLICY. 

The Regina Leader has interviewed H. 8. 

Cayley, leader of the present executive, as to 
the financial policy of himselfand party in re« 
gard to the administration of public affairs. In 
this interview there appears to have been a per- 
fect communion of soule, Mr. Cayley’s commu- 
nicative mood was excelled only by the recepti- 
vity of the Leader so that we may fairly take 
for granted that whatever was to be said on 
behalf of the party or its policy was said. Of 
course the proper, or indeed, the only place to 
state the policy of an executive is in and to the 
legislative assembly to which it is responsible, 
but as the present executive does not held office 
by grace of the assembly, it was relieved from 
that duty; in fact owing to circumstances over 
which it had nocontrol found it impossible to 
make a statement to the assembly. While 
willing to give due weight to the statements 
appearing in the Leader interview it is always 
well to remember that they can only be held 
binding by the country asa declaration of policy 
as long as Mr. Cayley chooses to stand by them, 
which from past experience may be judged to 
be only so long as that policy may be likely to 
suit Mr. Cayley’s ends. However, taking this 
declaration for what it is worth, it is well to 
look carefully into this policy and see what 
it amounts to. The executive led by Mr. Haul- 
tain submitted estimates to the assembly 
amounting to $307,704.24. These estimates 
were rejected by the assembly by a majority of 
one, not on account of any objection stated to 
the amounts contained or their distribution, but 
on the ground that the electoral district of Sas- 
katchewan had not been properly represented 
on the executive. This was the question upon 
which Haultain was defeated and was therefore 
a declaration of the policy upon which his oppo- 
nents attempted to take the office which they 
failed to get, but has since been given them by 
his honor the lieutenant-governor. If this po- 
licy was good enough to defeat the former 
executive on it was certainly good enough to 
run the present executive on. The fact that it 
has not been considered good enough to run the 
present executive on is proof that it was not 
sufficient cause for the defeat of the old execu- 
tive. The Saskatchewan cry was good enough 
for any appeal to the house, something better 
must be found on which to appeal to the coun- 
try. Soa new financial policy has been set 
forth in the columns of the Leader. This new 
policy consists in the change in the appropria- 
tion of a total sum of $15,500 out of the total 
estimates of over $300,000. Not a very radical 
change of policy truly upon which to base an 
appeal against the men whose energy and good 
management secured for the assembly the con- 
trol of the bulk of the $300,000. 

The first item of change is an appropriati 
of $4,000 with which to carry out an onan 
tion policy, of which $2,000 is to go for the 
salary and expenses of one agent, and the bal. 
ance, it is to be presumed, for the expenses of 4 
other temporary agents, who are to be employ- 
ed during the four summer months. Looked at 
as an elegant aud etticient means of disposing of 
® portion of the revenue of the Territories and

liable to drop out of Northwest politics with a 
dull thud at the next election, this part of the 
new policy must be admitted to contain the 
elements of abundant success. But looked at 
with a view to the necessities of the case, and 
the peculiar conditions of the country, remem- 
bering the success of like efforts made by mem- 
bers of the same party in the days of Dr, 
Brett’s advisory council, and comparing it with 
the magnitude of the efforts being put forth by 
the Dominion government and the C. P. R., 
and the small results that have yet been achiev- 
ed by these agencies, it seems the height of ab- 
surdity as an aid to peopling the country. If 
we have the funds to spare to establish a tho- 
rough system of inducing emigration from the 
Eastern provinces to the Northwest let us 
organize such a system. If we cannot we will 
be doing more in the interests of immigration 
by using our funds to make the country attract- 
ive by improving the roads in the north, pro- 
viding wells and reservoirs in the southeast, 
irrigation Works in the southwest, and good 
schools all over, than by any penny halfpenny 
immigration policy such as proposed in the 
columns of the Leader. 

The second feature of the new policy is the 
appropriation of $1,200 to assist license inspect- 
ors in enforcing the liquor ordinance, The new- 
ness of this policy is not altogether clear. It 
was the policy of the Haultain executive to 
assist license inspectors in enforcing the liquor 
ordinance, as shown by a bill amending the 
liquor ordinance, introduced by Mr. Haultain, 
but which, like all the rest of the legislation for 
the session, was killed by the action of the lieut- 
enant-governor in the interests of the present 
executive. This was also shown by the placing 
of a sum of $5,590 in the rejected estimates for 
expenditure under the liquor ordinance. The 
administration of the liquor ordinance may cost 
$1,200 more than under the former executive, 
but no ostensible change of policy is involved 
in the increase. 

The third and last item of the new policy is 
the subtraction of $10,000 from the original 
vote of $90,903.25 for expenditure on roads, 
bridges and public purposes generally in each 
electoral district. According to the original 
estimates this sum would have been divided 
equally amongst the 26 electoral districts for 
expenditure on public purposes in those dis- 
tricts. By the new policy about $3,000 will be 
thus available to be expended under the direc- 
tion offeach sitting member, and $10,000 will be 
held for expenditure by the executive. On this 
item of policy Mr. Cayley said to the Leader : 
‘I quite agree with you as to the impropriety 
of giving such a large sum as $9,000 into the 
hands of the members to be expended as they 
pleased, but it was late in the session and each 
member was counting on getting that $3,500— 
in fact they almost felt as if they had it in their 
pockets, and you could not get them to consent 
to give up the whole thing. We have taken off 
$10,000, however, thus making a start, and 
there is no doubt the system can and will be im- 
proved on next year.” When Mr. Cayley speaks 
of the impropriety of giving $3,500 into the 
hands of each member and the feeling of the 
said members as to having the money in their 
pockets, he alludes of course to the members 
supporting himself and colleagues, as these 
were the only ones with whom he could have 
consulted. If there was a grave impropriety in 
giving $3.500 into the hands of egch member, it 
is dithcult to understand how it became proper 
to give $3,000, And if it was improper to give

$5,500 into the handsof a duly elected repre- 
sentative of the people, how much more impro- 
per must it be for four members who form an 
executive contrary to constitutional law and 
usage to take from the expenditure of each of 
their fellow members the sum of nearly $500, 
to be appropriated as that executive may please 
without responsibility to any one. This point 
of the new policy will bear inspection less than 
either of the others. In the first place the in- 
sinuation that the several members absolutely 
control the amount appropriated for district ex- 
penditure independent of control by the execu- 
tive is absolutely untrue. The several works are 
recommended by the member for the simple 
reason that he is in the best position to know 
where work is needed. Had $10,000 been with- 
drawn from this fund by vote of the assembly 
to be used for specific purposes there would 
have been nothing to be said; but when it is 
withdrawn without vote of the assembly and 
without specific purpose, on the responsibility 
only of an irresponsible executive it is on the 
face of it an act which can have only one object 
and that is the deprivation of the several dis- 
tricts of a certain sum in order that that sum 
may be available for the purposes of that irre- 
sponsible executive. What those purposes are 
the record of the party of the present executive, 
short though its history is, makes very plain. 
As a matter of fact it is with this $10,000 that 
the executive hopes to purchase suflicient sup- 
port to enable it to meet the assembly at its 
next session, with a working majority at its 
back. And this is its only hope.

The lower 
story is divided into two stores, 30 and 25 feet 
wide respectively, the full depth of the build- 
ing. A stairway five feet wide and of easy 
ascent leads from the street front to the hall, 
which occupies the whole upper story. The 
ceiling of the hall is fifteen feet above the floor. 
The stage is raised about 4 feet and is 18 feet 
deep across the whole end of the building. 
Footlights are‘arranged and two small dressing- 
rooms, one at each side of the stage. Over the 
stairway is a galery capable of accommodating 
twenty persons. The seating capacity of the 


hall will be about 300.

BY-LAW No 26. 


A by law further to amend by-law No. 8. 

The Mayor and Council of the Municipality of the Town 
of Bdmontou, in council assembed enact as follows: 

1. Section 3 of by-law No. 8, is hereby amended by 
adding efter the words ‘remove it” the words “‘or cause 
1t to be removed.” ; 

2. The said bylaw is further amended by inserting 
therein the following additional sections in the places in- 
dicated by the numbers prefixcd to them; 

8a. All house offal, whether consisting of anina’ or 
vegetable matter shall be pliced in barrels or other suit- 
able vessels; and no ashes, filth or other matter which 
would prevent such house offal from being useful as food 
for pigs, shall be mingled therewith; and such barrels or 
other vessels shall be kept in some place from which it 
Can be easily reuioved therefrom. 

83>. Hereafter no privy shall be constructed, having as 
a receptacle merely an excava:ion i the ground; but all 
privies shall be constructed with a suitable box or boxes 
which can be conveniently withdrawn, «emptied and re- 
pl ced or shall be otherwise 80 constructed that there 
can be no soakave from the receptacle through the ad- 
jacent soil and that the receptacle can be conveniently 
emptied and cleanse’, 

8c. Within six months after the passing of this by-law 
all now existing privies shail be made to conform to the 
requirements of the next preceeding section hereof. 

4a, No person shall removeor carry in or through any 
highway, street, lane, aily, by-way or public place any 
swill, house offal, or any offensive matter, unless sneb 
person be the ownercor occupier Of the premises trom 
vhich such matter is being removed or unless such person 
and the mode of removal shall have been xpress], 
authorized by the standing committee on health and 
relfef. 

4b, No person shall engage in the business cf privy 
cleaning o be permitted to remove night soil urdess he 
shall have first submitted his appliances for carrying o 
his business for the ag rover and approval of the staid 
ing committeee on health and relief, and shail bave 
obtained a certificate to that effect. 

4c. No night soil shall be removed from any premises 
except between the hours of I1 o'clock p. m. and 6 e’clock 
“. m. 

4d, No person engaged in the business of cleaning 
privies or removing night soil, or removing house offal 
or yard refuse ghall charge more than the following rates: 
For removal of night-soil from privies constructed witn 
a box or boxes, any quantity not exceeding one load, $1.00 
Where the privy is constructed on any other system 

for the save quantity, $2 
For removal of yard refuse, not exceeding one loud, 75 
For removing house offal when the satue is kept in 

Barseta; 8 barrels, or lesa, 
Over 8 barrels, up to6, which shall be considered a 

full load, 75 

7a. Hereafter no person shall use or cccupy any 

slaughter house or building or premises for the purpose 
killing therein; unless the same: be at least 500 yards 
distant from any building used as a dwelling house. 

7b. No animal shall be killed or slaughtered exeept 
in a suitable slaughterhouse or other building or premises 
specially adapted for the purpose; but this provision 
shail not apply in the case of pigs.
